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tobey  calls  for  moral, 

SPIRITUAL  RE  BIRTH  TO 

end  widespread  CRIME 

A  plea  for  a  genuine  moral  and  spir¬ 
itual  rebirth  in  America  to  combat 
widespread  corruption  and  evil  uncov¬ 
ered  by  the  Senate  Crime  Investigating 
Committee  is  made  by  Sen.  Charles 
W-  Tobey  in  the  May  issue  of  The  Amer¬ 
ican  Magazine. 

In  reporting  on  the  shocking  rela¬ 
tionship  the  committee  on  which  he 
aerved  found  between  Uie  underworld 
and  persons  in  positions  of  public  trust, 
the  venerable  New  Hampshire  Sena¬ 
tor  declares  that  “we  must  return  to 
the  teaching  of  God.” 

-Then,”  he  says,  "we  can  take  action 
to  redeem  America  from  the  thralldom 
of  sin  and  vice  that  reign  so  triumphant¬ 
ly  across  this  country  today.” 

As  outspoken  as  he  was  in  question¬ 
ing  the  many  unsavory  characters  who 
appeared  before  the  crime  committee. 
Senator  Tobey  bluntly  tells  in  his  signed 
article  what  citizens  generally  must  do 
to  wipe  out  the  evils  of  society. 

Remedial  federal  legislation  will  help 
only  a  little,  says  the  Senator  who  adds 
that  "we  must  get  to  the  root  of  the 
trouble  to  be  really  effective.” 

“In  any  community,  where  law-en¬ 
forcing  officials  have  the  courage,  the 
support  of  the  citizenry  and  the  will  to 
put  an  end  to  these  outrages,  it  can 
be  done,”  he  writes. 

“These  gamblers  and  others  who 
spawn  corruption  and  vice  would  be 
helpless  if  their  coffers  were  not  fed 
by  the  money  of  many  people. 

“There’s  no  man  living,  no  matter 
how  much  he  has  sinned,  that  can't  be 
redeemed  if  he  turns  about  and  confes¬ 
ses  his  sins  and  accepts  the  teachings 
of  the  Master  of  men.” 

A  moral  and  spiritual  awakening  is 
the  only  thing  that  can  save  this  na¬ 
tion,  says  Senator  Tobey  who  adds: 

“The  American  People  have  their 
political  differences  but  they  have  the 
same  passions  in  their  hearts  for  de¬ 
cency  and  justice  to  create  a  safe  world 
for  our  children  to  grow  up  in  and  to

Baptist  Hospital  Promotes  $300,000  Drive; 
Threatens  Building  On  Monday  Night 


BLAZE  UNDER  CONTROL 
IN  45  MINUTES 

Fire  last  night  broke  out  in  the  walls 
of  the  Crippled  Children’s  Ward  of  Bap¬ 
tist  Hospital  here  but  was  brought  un¬ 
der  control  within  45  minutes.  No  in¬ 
juries  were  reported. 

Fourteen  patients  on  the  fourth  floor 
of  the  old  north  wing,  the  institution’s 
original  unit,  were  evacuated.  Between 
eight  and  10  of  them  were  children. 

Other  patients  on  the  third  floor  were 
removed  because  of  dense  smoke  and 
water  seepage  from  the  floor  above. 

Hospital  authorities  said  attendants  in 
the  pediatrics  ward  noticed  the  wall  be¬ 
coming  hot  shortly  before  7  p.  m.  and 
almost  immediately  one  section  of  the 
wall  began  to  crumble.  The  original 
alarm  was  turned  in  at  6:58  p.  m. 

The  fire  spread  through  the  walls  and 
into  the  ceiling  of  the  recently  re¬ 
modeled  building,  finally  breaking 
through  the  roof  in  one  spot. 

Reporters  who  went  to  the  fourth 
floor  just  after  firemen  arrived  said  no 
flames  could  be  seen,  although  smoke 
was  dense. 

There  were  176  patients  in  the  hos¬ 
pital  when  the  fire  was  discovered. 
Three  were  discharged  shortly  after¬ 
ward. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  is  currently  en¬ 
gaged  in  a  fund  raising  campaign  to 
raise  (300.000  with  which  to  finance  the 
construction  of  a  75-bed  addition,  which 
is  desperately  needed  to  meet  the  hos¬ 
pital  demands  of  the  city  and  state. 

The  hospital  staff  was  praised  by  fire¬ 
men  for  their  calmness  and  work  with 
the  patients  during  the  time  that  the 
fire  was  underway. 

Patients  in  the  affected  area  of  the 
hospital  were  moved  in  an  orderly  man¬ 
ner  by  nurses  and  other  hospital  at¬ 
tendants.  Excitement  U>  the  patients 
was  held  to  a  minimum,  and  no  panic

Liquor  Sales  Drop 
As  Graham  Leads 
Shreveport  Revival 

Liqnor  dealers  complained  that  thetr 
sales  fell  off  so  heavily  that  if  the  meet¬ 
ing  continued  they  would  be  thrown 
into  bankruptcy.  Three  thousand  nino 
hundred  and  forty-six  people  made  de¬ 
cisions,  many  of  them  first  decisions, 
for  Christ  during  the  three  week’s  re¬ 
vival  in  Shreveport,  led  by  Billy  Graham 
and  his  workers  in  April.  There  were 
27,000  in  attendance  at  the  first  Sunday 
afternoon  service  which  was  held  in 
the  State  Fair  Grounds  football  stadium. 
All  subsequent  services  were  held  in 
the  stadium  because  of  seating  accomo¬ 
dations,  and  not  a  single  service  was 
rained  out.  The  noon-day  services  were 
piped  through  loud  speakers  to  s  Mot 
which  was  erected  on  the  court  house 
iqmrs  in  downtown  Shreveport  and  te 
the  jail.  Several  hundred  decisions  were 
recorded  in  these  services. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  22  serv¬ 
ices  was  conservatively  estimated  at 
200.000.

According  to  Mrs.  A.  J.  Wick- 
ens.  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the 
Labor  Statistics’  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics,  groceries  that  cost  $10 
in  1939  now  cost  $23.75.  Clothing 
for  the  family  that  cost  $50  then, 
now  cost  $100.50.  And  house  fur¬ 
nishings  now  cost  $103.50  that 
could  have  beeu  purchased  in  1939 
for  $50. 

We  call  this  to  the  attention 
of  churches  and  finance  commit¬ 
tees  with  the  hope  tliat  they  will 
realize  that  if  the  pastor’s  salary 
lias  not  been  raised  by  at  least

Already  the  Baptist  Record  is 
on  a  paper  quota.  If  war  condi¬ 
tions  do  no  improve,  we  can  only 
hope  for  the  best  and  fear  for 
the  worst. 

Recently  Robert  M.  Fowler, 
president  of  the  newsprint  associa¬ 
tion  of  Canada,  spoke  before  the 
American  Newspaper  Convention 
in  New  York.  He  offered  Uttle 
comfort  to  the  papers. 

Fowler  d  i  s  c  uj  s  e  d  newsprint 
supply  and  prices,  and  though  he 
said  he  was  making  no  threats, 
he  left  no  doubts  in  the  minds  of 
U.  S.  newspaper  owners  what 
would  happen  if  Congress  were 
to  attempt  price  controls  on  Ca¬ 
nadian  newsprint. 

“If  a  price  ceiling  should  be 
imposed  by  year  government, 
limiting  what  a  publisher  in  the 
United  States  am  pay  for  h  i  s 
newsprint,  I  think  that  would 
legally  operate  to  suspend  all  your 
contracts  with  Canadian  mills,’* 
Fowler  declared  bluntly. 

The  publishers’  convention  also 
heard  a  staff  estimate  for  1951, 
which  indicated  that  newspapers 
will  be  lucky  this  year  if  they  ob¬ 
tain  as  much  newsprint  as  they 
did  in  1950.

Doctors  Mad#  First  Gifts 
Doctors  at  the  hospital  made  the  first 
contribution  toward  the  expansion  pro¬ 
ject  several  months  ago  when  they 
pledged  a  minimum  of  $75,000  for  ad¬ 
ditional  beds.  If  the  entire  $300,000  is 
subscribed  this  month,  the  hospital  pro¬ 
posed  to  begin  immedately  to  convert 
the  funds  into  the  building  program. 

"Everyday  many  people  are  turned 
•way  from  local  hospitals  because  of 
crowded  conditions,"  Mr.  Hester  stated. 
"Wetting  lists  are  constantly  growing. 
The  situation  is  so  acute  that  it  is  now 
our  civic  responsibility  to  do  something 
•bout  it  without  dolay." 

An  average  of  40  patients  are  admit¬ 
ted  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  each  day  and 
approximately  140  babies  are  born  there 
•ach  month.  During  1950,  the  hospital 
provided  $119,755  in  charity  services, 
through  planned  charity  work  and  in 
cases  where  payment  could  not  be  made 
after  patients  were  admitted. 

Hope  To  Complete 
Work  In  12  Months 
T.  Harvey  Hedgepeth,  president  of 
the  Baptist  Hospital  board  of  trustees, 
■aid  that  the  hope  of  the  hospital  is  to 
put  the  funds  raised  in  the  drive  into 
construction  at  the  earliest  possible 
time  so  that  patients  can  be  in  the  new 
heds  within  12  months.

Hospital  Executive  Assistant  J.  T. 
Grantham  said  later  last  night  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  estimate  the 
damages  done  in  the  fire  until  further 
investigation. 

He  said  the  ceilings  and  walls  of  the 
fourth  floor  of  the  wing  of  the  building 
were  damaged  but  that  the  fire  damage 


was  apparently  confined  te  a  imaQ 
area. 

Grantham  said  that  there  may  t» 
water  damage  to  other  parts  of  the 
same  floor  and  possibly  to  the  floor  be¬ 
low. 

There  is  no  indication  as  to  how  the 
fire  did  start.  The  Jackson  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  last  night  had  not  determined  the 
source  of  the  fire,  but  officials  said  the 
fire  would  be  further  investigated  t# 
determine  its  cause.

THE  CHAPLAINS  COMMISSION 
REPORTS 

Director  Alfred  Carpenter  of  the  Chap¬ 
lains  Commission  reports  that  there  are

The  Popular  Springs  Drive  Church, 
Meridian,  is  planning  to  begin  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  new  sanctuary.  The  present 
sanctuary  will  be  torn  away  and  the 
new  one  will  be  tied  in  with  the  re¬ 
cently  built,  modern,  air  conditioned 
educational  building. 

The  building  will  be  of  colonial  archi¬ 
tecture,  designed  to  accomodate  1,000 
worshipers.  There  is  a  ground  floor 
under  one-half  of  the  building,  which 
will  provide  additional  Sunday  School 
space  for  150.  There  will  be,  also,  a 
large  assembly  room  on  this  floor, 
with  a  stage,  and  a  small  kitchen  ad¬ 
jacent. 

The  present  plan  is  to  begin  tearing 
away  the  old  building  June  1st.  Dr.  D. 
Q.  Byrd,  Jr.,  is  the  pastor. 

315  Southern  Baptist  chaplains  on  duty 
at  the  present  time.  Of  this  number 
147  are  serving  in  the  Army,  53  in  the 
Navy,  84  in  the  Air  Force,  and  31  in 
veterans’  hospitals. 

Dr.  Carpenter  reports  535  reserve 
chaplains  with  282  of  them  qualified  for 
active  duty  in  case  of  emergency.  He 
states  there  is  urgent  need  for  66  ad¬ 
ditional  Southern  Baptist  chaplains  in 
all  branches  of  the  services.  The  Navy 
presents  the  most  tragic  need  and  is 
appealing  for  men  to  supply  that  need 
before  June  30. 

The  rotary  system,  wherein  those  in 
forward  areas  may  come  home  when 
replacements  are  available,  would  make 
it  possible  for  73  chaplains  in  one  out¬ 
fit  to  be  rotated  but  only  17  replace¬ 
ments  are  available. 

SUMMER  STUDENT  MISSIONARIES 

Each  summer  the  Home  Mission  Board 
employs  a  number  of  qualified  college 
and  seminary  students  to  do  home  mis¬ 
sion  work  under  the  supervision  of  regu¬ 
lar  missionaries.  Within  a  few  weeks 
approximately  300  students  will  be  on 
their  way  to  fields  of  service.  Twenty- 
five  of  these  are  provided  by  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Student  Union. 

Hie  summer  student  missionaries  will 
serve  in  Mexican,  Indian,  Italian, 
French,  Chinese,  and  Japanese  fields. 
They  will  also  serve  in  city  missions 
and  in  some  rural  and  mountain  areas. 
There  will  be  workers  among  the  mi¬ 
grants  and  among  the  Negroes.
